Because of “ small but vocal” neigh­ 
borhood opposition, officials of Roose­ 
velt University in Chicago have ended 
negotiations to lease Miner Junior 
High School in Arlington Heights as a 
branch campus. 
Officials in Aptakisic Dist. 102 in 
Vernon Township now are interested 
in leasing IO to 18 classrooms in the 
school at HOI E. Miner to ease their 
enrollment growth problems, Supt. 
Donald Strong of Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 said Thursday. 
Strong told the Dist. 25 Board of 
Education Thursday that Roosevelt 
officials still are interested in an Ar­ 
lington Heights campus. He said oper­ 
ating a small program at North 
School, 410 N. Arlington Heights Rd., 
may be an alternative for Roosevelt 
to explore. 
The board gave Strong the go-ahead 
to negotiate with both Roosevelt and 
Dist. 102, saying both plans are in 
keeping with district policy of using 
closed schools in ways compatible 
with surrounding neighborhoods and 
also bring income into the district. 
THE BOARD voted last month to 
close Miner in June because of declin­ 
ing enrollment and financial prob­ 
lems. At that point, Roosevelt offi­ 
cials were the only ones interested in 


leasing the 20-year-old school. But 
area residents strenuously objected, 
saying a branch campus at the junior 
high would create tremendous traffic 
and safety problems for the neighbor­ 
hood. 
“ It is with some regret that I have 
heard of a small but vocal opposition 
to our plan to offer educational pro­ 
grams at the university level in the 
junior high school which your board 
has decided to close,” Roosevelt Pres. 
Rolf A. Weil wrote in a letter to Dist. 
25 Board Pres. Nicholas Raino. 
“ Although we firm ly believe that 
the program we had discussed with 
Supt. (Donald) Strong and your board 
would be of great serv ice to the com­ 
munity, we certainly do not wish to 
offer such a program in an atmos­ 
phere which might be divisive,” Weil 
wrote. 
The directors of the central citizens 
coalition which mounted the opposi­ 
tion to Roosevelt’s locating at Miner 
Thursday applauded W eil’s decision 
and welcomed Dis*. 102’s interest in 
the school. 
“ A junior high program in a junior 
high school is the best we can hope 
for,” director Carole Pelzner said.

Suburban politicians band 
together9 organize caucus 


Suburban residents may have a 
stronger voice in the U.S. Congress as 
the result of a suburban caucus being 
organized on Cr<pitol H ill to promote 
common interests of suburbanites. 
Representatives of more than 30 
members of Congress gathered Thurs­ 
day to begin organizing the caucus, 
informally called the Crabgrass B ri­ 
gade, and discuss suburban problems. 
Mass transit, better distribution of 
federal grants and land-use planning 
were among the problems the Caucus 
w ill tackle, said U.S. Rep. Edward J. 
Derwinski, R-4th, one of the group’s 
founders. 
Derwinski said suburban problems 
are often “ overshadowed by the tradi­ 


tional problems of urban and rural 
areas. “ The suburban problems are 
still developing,” he said. 
Representatives from the offices of 
both Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, 
and Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, at­ 
tended the caucus meeting. 
M IKVA SAID it is too early to tell Jf 
the caucus will be effective in bring­ 
ing attention to suburban issues. He 
said there are already caucuses for 
blacks, Italians, Jews and rural resi­ 
dents, noting that suburban issues 
have never transcended party divi­ 
sions.

NEW YORK (U P I) - A crowded 
courtroom

David 
Berkowitz, accused of being the .44- 
caliber killer known as “ Son of Sam,” 
say he was possessed “ by howling de­ 
mons” and ask to be put away forever 
so he will not kill again. 


“ If they had the death penalty, I ’d 
take that too,” the 24-year-old former 
postal worker said in a tape recording 
played at a hearing to determine 
whether he is competent to stand trial 
for the murder of the sixth and last 
Son of Sam victim. 


The tape, which reporters were 
allowed to record, was of conversa­ 
tions between Berkowitz and Dr. Dan­ 


iel Schwarta, the court-appointed psy­ 
chiatrist who already has found Ber­ 
kowitz “ paranoid” and unable to par­ 
ticipate in his own defense.

“ North is in a commercial, central 
downtown location and a lot of the 
traffic question raised in the Miner 
area w ill be eliminated,” he said.

Saving woman from train makes him an instant hero

It started just like any other Thurs­ 
day morning rush hour. 
Hundreds of commuters stood near 
the Palatine train station waiting for 
the 7:21 to Chicago. 
Some stood reading newspapers, 
others stood alone or in groups. Some 
scurried to purchase a last-minute 
ticket. 


G ERR Y PA PE WAS one of those 
standing alone, his briefcase at his 
side, full of reports for AT&T Long 
Lines in Chicago where he works.

Soon the train approached. Pape 
could see its fam iliar light in the dis­ 
tance, growing larger. 


Suddenly he heard footsteps behind 
him. He turned and saw a woman 
running for the train. 


But she ran too fast, and she slipped 
and fell onto the tracks. The train was 
only 50 feet away; too close to even 
attempt to brake. 
There was no time to think. Pape 
lunged forward and grabbed her coat 
and an arm and pulled her away from 
the oncoming locomotive. She fell on 


top of him as the Chicago & North 
Western Ry. commuter train sped by. 
“ It all happened so fast,” Pape, 24, 
of 935 Countryside Dr., Palatine, said. 
“ The train stopped and the engineer 
jumped out and told me he thought she 
was a goner.” 
P A PE HAD SAVED the woman’s 
life, but apparently she was so shaken 
she never told him her name. 
“ The only thing she said was, 'What 
am I gonna do?* ” Pape said. “ She 
was dirty and I guess she was going 
home. She probably thought she was 
too much of a mess to go to Chicago.’* 


PA PE BECAM E an instant hero. 
When he entered the train, passengers 
asked him for his business card. 
When he got to his office, his boss, 
somehow 
hearing the 
news, 
con­ 
gratulated him for the rescue. 


It seemed everyone around Pape 
was rejoicing over his heroics except 
the hero himself. Pape is a modest 
hero. 


“ A gentleman came up to me on the 
train and patted me on the back,” 
Pape said. “ He said, ‘You saved her, 
you saved her.’ I just didn’t know how 


to react at first, nor do I now. I just 
did what had to be done. 
“ I remember she had heels and she 
couldn’t get up,” he said. “ She knew 
she was in trouble, but she couldn’t do 
anything about it. 
“ THE TRAIN was so close when she 
fell that I ’m amazed she ever tried to 
get across the platform at all. When 
she fell she must have seen me, be­ 
cause when I ran forward she reached 
for me.” 
Pape said when he arrived at work 
he called his wife, Deborah, 25, to tell 
her what bad happened.

“ Gerry described it like it had been 
his duty to save the girl,” Mrs. Pape 
said. “ He told me he didn’t feel like a 
hero. But I went into hysterics be­ 
cause I was only glad he and the girl 
were OK.” 


At the end of the day Mrs. Pape 
gave her husband a bigger hug than 
usual, but he continued to try to play 
down the morning episode. 


“ Maybe ITI be able to see the girl 
tomorrow, before we go to Chicago,” 
he said. “ I ’d like to know if she’s 
doing OK.”

Fetuses display 
charges dropped 
in Lake County 


Charges of illegally transporting 
dead bodies were dropped Thursday 
against a Florida man who exhibited 
human fetuses last summer at the 
Lake County Fair in Grayslake. 
Chris M. Christ, 29, of Gibsonton, 
Fla., was arrested after his sideshow 
was brought to the attention of Robert 
Babcox, Lake County coroner. 
Babcox had the show shut down and 
seized the fetuses. Christ was charged 
with not having a permit to transport 
dead bodies. The charge is a mis­ 
demeanor. 
IN DISMISSING the charges. Asso­ 
ciate Judge William Homer said the 
law made a clear distinction between 
dead bodies and fetuses. 
Homer said he was aware of the 
larger issue of whether a fetus con­ 
stitutes a human life but said that his 
decision was based only on the law 
forbidding the transport of human 
bodies without a permit. 
The fetuses were turned over to 
Babcox for burial. 
Defense attorney Ray Carlson said 
that because of the charges placed 
against 
Christ, 
similar 
sideshows 


have been stopped nationwide. He 
said he doubted they would resume. 
BABCOX SAID afterwards that he 
disagreed with the ruling. 
“ I feel that fetuses are bodies, some 
of them are full term and some of 
them are less. Medically, if a fetus is 
four to five centimeters long, it is con­ 
sidered a body,” he said. “ I still know 
you can’t own or possess a human 
body or fetus.” 
Nevertheless, Babcox said he ac­ 
complished what he had wanted to do 
— close the show. 
Legislation has been introduced to 
make such shows clearly illegal in Il­ 
linois, he said. 
Christ said later that the matter 
had been blown out of proportion and 
that he was only involved in show 
business. 
Christ said he had purchased the fe­ 
tuses — preserved in formaldehyde in 
19 glass bottles — several years ago 
from two sideshow operators. 
He added that he will probably re­ 
turn to the Lake County fair next 
summer with his other exhibits — a 
wax museum and a live freak show.

Lynyrd Skynyrd band’s 
plane crashes 
Miss. 


GILLSBURG Miss. (U P I) - A twin- 
engine prop plane carrying 25 per­ 
sons, including the popular Southern 
rock band Lynyrd Skynyrd group, 
crashed Thursday night in a heavily 
forested area of tall pine trees in 
southwest Mississippi. 
Federal and state authorities said 
there were “ some” fatalities and 
“ some” survivors. It was not know 
whether any band members were 
among the victims. 
There were unconfirmed reports 
that two foreign bands appearing dur­ 
ing a tour with Lynyrd Skynyrd also 
were on board the plane. 
MRS.

BRUM FIELD of 
Gillsburg, who lives about four miles 
from the crash scene, said, “ We were 
all in the house and heard a loud roar 
and racket. We looked out and could 
tell the plane was flying low but we 


didn’t think it was in distress. But it 
was flying unusually low.”

spokesman said “ we have fatalities 
and we have injured” in Thursday 
night’s crash. 
FAA spokesman Jerry Lavey in 
Washington, D C., said he received a 
report of “ multiple fatalities and 
some survivors” in the crash of a 
Convair 240.

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U.S. rules hike hospital costs: official

Government regulations are kicking 
hospital expenses skyward, and the 
consumer is bearing the brunt of ris­ 
ing health care costs, an official at 
L u t h e r a n General Hospital said 
Thursday. 
F. William Kraft, vice president of 
finance at the Park Ridge facility, 
said hospitals must put the lid on 
costs passed on to patients. 
Kraft spoke at a seminar, ‘ The 
Anatomy of Hospital Finances,” con­ 
ducted for hospital staffers. 
He 
cited 
confusing 
government 
regulations, 
unnecessary 
hospital­ 
izations, inflation and unpaid debts in­ 


curred by patients as factors that 
drive up the cost of health care for 
consumers. 
Kraft cited home care programs 
and pre-admission testing and reviews 
by boards of physicians to determine 
whether a paitent really needs to be 
hospitalized as 
measures hospitals 
can take to save consumers money. 
HOWEVER, some costs are beyond 
the control of the hospital, Kraft said. 
For example, he said, a national 
study showed federal regulations that 
have increased the number of forms 
businesses must fill out have cost pri­ 
vate industry an extra $20 billion. The 
government cost to process the forms 


also is $20 billion, Kraft said. 
Citing another example, Kraft said 
if the minimum wage rises to $3 an 
hour, a patient can expect to pay an 
extra $151 for a nine-day stay in a 
hospital. 
A third example, Kraft said, are 
payments required of hospitals to­ 
ward Medicaid, Medicare and Blue 
Cross medical insurance programs, 
which take 5.6 per cent of Lutheran 
General's annual earnings. 
•'THE GOVERNMENT is moving in 
at a confusing and alarming rate,” 
Kraft said. 
Kraft said Lutheran General has 
raised $430,000 less than anticipated in 


its budget for routine care for the first 
quarter of fiscal 1977-78, which cov­ 
ered the period from July I to Sept. 
30. 
Lutheran General anticipated more 
patients, and thus more revenue, than 
it received. He said the hospital had 
expected to receive $10.6 million in 
revenue, and instead earned $10.2 mil­ 
lion. 
‘ Financially, it's a minus because 
we will have set our prices anticipat­ 
ing what our volume will be,” Kraft 
said. 
Yet another factor in hospital costs 
is the number of persons required to 
staff a hospital, Kraft said. 


“ IT TAKES FIVE people to cover 
one job in a hospital,” he said. “There 
arc about three and a fraction em­ 
ployes for each patient in a hospital 
bed ( at Lutheran General).” 
Kraft said area hospitals have tried 
to cut labor costs by pooling nurses 
and security guards and the services 
of a collection agency through the 
North Suburban Assn. of Health Re­ 
sources.

• Discounted admissions of Medi­ 
care patients.

did a heck of a job in this whole 
thing,” Dunn said. “He was mainly 
responsible for getting those people 
out of the plane.” 


Thompson, however, was unsuccess­ 
ful in getting Hannan to put down his 
gun. 


“ Mr. Thompson wds talking with 
the subject aboard the plane, trying to 
talk him off the aircraft. He was un­ 
successful. The subject shot himself 
one time in the chest and is dead,” 
Dunn said. 


An ambulance rushed Hannan to 
Grady Hospital, where a doctor pro­ 
nounced him dead on arrival. 


THE TENSION at the Atlanta air­ 
port extended to Kansas City, where 
relatives of the remaining hostages 
awaited anxiously for news in a mo­ 
tel.

He tries consciously to keep it 
there, he says. You cannot be afraid 
of doing your job. 
“I really don’t think about it,” Vaz­ 
quez says. “It’s a certainty that you 
are going to die, but nobody believes 
it.

SST jetliner comes within 


•% 
acceptable noise limits 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The Concorde 
SST jetliner Thursday passed its first 
test to determine if it can take off 
from New York’s Kennedy Airport 
within acceptable sound limits. 


Authorities said the Anglo-French 
supersonic jetliner, which made a per­ 
fect maiden landing in New York on 
Wednesday, did not trigger noise 
monitoring equipment set up to record 
any noise levels above 105 perceived 
noise decibels. 


Tile established noise limit at Ken­ 
nedy is 112 pnd’s. 


To the human ear, the takeoff noise 
was much like the other craft at Ken­ 
nedy during takeoff. 


After takeoff, pilot Bryan Walpole 
banked the aircraft 25 degrees to the 
left so the brunt of the engine noise 
would come over Jam aica Bay in­ 
stead of populated Long Island com­ 
munities. 


But the Concorde noise was picked 
up in the Rockaway and Howard 
Beach sections of Queens. 


The Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey, which operates Ken­ 
nedy Airport, said the noise did not 


register on its machine atop a tele­ 
phone poll in Howard Beach. 


British Airways said its measuring 
device put the noise at 106 perceived 
noise decibels. A spokesman for the 
airline, said a Boeing 707 that took off 
from Runway 31-L moments before 
the Concorde was measured at 111 
pnd's.

Before he could respond, committee 
chairman John Flynt, D-Ga., inter­ 
vened and asked Jaworski, the panel’s 
special counsel, to rule on whether 
that question should be answered. 
Jaworski said the congressional res­ 
olution authorizing the investigation 
dealt only with alleged efforts to in­ 
fluence congressmen, and he believed 
the information requested was “not 
within the scope” of committee juris­ 
diction. 


Caputo then asked whether Hancho 
Kim had mentioned any other con­ 
tacts he had at the White House. 


Again Jaworski, acting at Flynt's 
request, ruled the question out of or­ 
der. 


Official records indicate that, dur­ 
ing Ford’s presidency, three men at 
various times held the title “assistant 
to the President,” although others had 
titles of assistant to the President for 
various areas. They were Henry Kis­ 
singer, who specialized in national se­ 
curity affairs; and Donald Rumsfeld 
and Richard B. Cheney, who func­ 
tioned as White House chiefs of staff.

Mayor Richard J. Daley left a gross estate of $308,206 when lie 
died last Decembr, an inheritance tax return filed in Circuit 
Court Thuisday shows. The return shows the largest portion of 
Daley’s holdings consisted of his home in Chicago's Bridgeport 
neighborhood and his summer home in Grand Beach, Mich. The 
Bridgeport home has a market value of $45,000, according to the 
return prepared by his sons, Richard and Michael, both lawyers. 
The 11-acro beachfront Grand Beach, Mich., estate is worth 
$125,000, the return said. 
Also, Daley left $67,000 in life insurance policies and $54,623 in 
bonds. Except for a $1,000 State of Israel bond, all of the bonds 
were issued by the United States government. Daley’s single stock­ 
holding was 40 shares in Lakemont Realty Corp., worth $440. The 
firm ov.ned the building at 850 N. Lake Shore Drive that housed 
Hie Lake Shore Club. Daley had been a member of the club. 
Other holdings included a one-year Farm er’s Home Adminis­ 
tration participation certificate worth $6,000, plus accrued interest 
of $374. He also had $5,868 in checking accounts at three banks and 
personal effects worth $1,000, the return said. Daley left his entire 
estate to his widow, Eleanor, who also was named executor. 


UTA lo gel $4.6 million 


A judge Thursday approved a $4.6 million state payment to the 
Regional Transit Authority because of a lawsuit in which the RTA 
charged it failed to receive its full share of state sales taxes. Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne approved the settle­ 
ment after ruling the RTA had been shortchanged. Part of the 
problem was due to changes in the mechanics of collecting the 
sales taxes. The state earlier this year agreed to turn over to the 
RTA $3.4 million for the same reason.

with the 1950s and 1960s,” Mikva said. 
“So it is pretty easy to overlook the 
fact that there has been c« 40 per cent 
increase in suburban population since 
1970.” 
Organized by eight congressmen, 
the caucus met for the first time last 
week. In a letter to colleagues, the 
original eight said that about half the 
country’s population — 108 million 
people — now live in suburbs. 
Derwinski said past efforts to or­ 
ganize the suburbs have centered on a 
special issue, and therefore have had 
no lasting impact. He said the eight 
organizers of the caucus “just kicked 
the idea around for a while and it fi­ 
nally gelled.” 
FOURTEEN congressmen and rep­ 
resentatives of more than 16 others 


r«4tended the meeting. Derwinski said 
that more than 70 congressmen could 
qualify for membership in the caucus, 
and lie said a concerted effort is being 
made to contact those not involved. 


In Illinois, those eligible include 
Crane and MikvD as well as Republi­ 
cans Henry Hyde, Robert McClory 
and John Edenborn from the Chicago 
area, and Democrats Martin Russo of 
the Chicago rcea and Melvin Price 
from suburban St. Louis.

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Ex-tenants cite complex 
in complaints on deposits

Tug complaints have been „filed 
against an Arlington Heights apart­ 
ment complex over its policies re­ 
garding the return of security depos­ 
its. 
- The complain!s against the Bran- 
denberrv Park East apartments, 2424 
E. Oakton St., have been filed with 
the consumer fraud and protection di­ 
vision of the Illinois Attorney Gener­ 
al's Office. 
One complaint filed in September 
by Fay Bruhnke, 550 N. Walnut Ave., 
Arlington Heights, stems from the 
managers at Brandenberry withhold­ 
ing all but $1 of Mrs. Bruhnke’s $330 
security deposit after she moved in 
July. 
The other complaint was filed Oct. IO 
by Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Passa- 
rella, 101 Heather Ct., Rolling Mead­ 
ows, who received only $100 of their 
$385 security deposit after they left 
Brandenberry in July. 


THE COMPLAINTS object to the 
damage charges levied by Branden­ 
berry but also allege that the apart­ 
ments’ managers violated state stat­ 
utes regarding the use of security de­ 
posits to compensate for alleged dam­ 
ages in the apartments. 


State law requires that landlords no­ 
tify tenants within 30 days after the 
expiration of their leases if portions of 
their security deposits will be with­ 
held. The landlords also must provide 
the tenants with an itemized list of 
damages and receipts showing the 
costs of repairs. 


Attorneys for Brandenberry said 
Wednesday they have not met “ the 
letter of the law,” but have complied 
with the “ intent” of the law*. Ron Bel­ 
monte and Berry Burke said they are 
confident the managers of Branden­ 
berry, Joe and Maxine Iacovo, have 
justifiable reasons for withholding the 
large portions of the security deposits. 
“ I DON’T THINK there was an in­ 
tentional attempt to out and out take 
money from people. They only charge 
when damage is severe,” Belmonte 
said. 
Mr. and Mrs. Iacovo were unavail­ 
able for comment, but Belmonte said 
he knows of no other complaints re­ 
garding security deposits in the past 
31* months. 
If the attorney general’s office does 
not accept her case. Mrs. Bruhnke 
said she will take her complaint into 
small claims court. 
“ I was stunned when I got the 
check for $1,” she said. “ I really left 
the apartment in better condition then 
when I moved in. It was my home, 
my castle, and I took good care of it.” 
The inspection sheet for her apart­ 
ment, however, lists urine odors, ani­ 
mal stains, animal scratches, tom 
patio screens, knife cuts in the kitch­ 
en counter and small chips in the 
bathtub. The bulk of the charges lev­ 
ied aganst Mrs. Bruhnke was $204 for 
the replacement of carpeting. 
BELMONTE SAID IT cost $612 to 
replace the carpet and $408 was de­ 
ducted as depreciation. 
“ It had to ba replaced,” he said. 
“ The odor was far beyond reason of 


turning that apartment over to a new 
tenant.” 
Ms. Bruhnke. who lived at Branden­ 
berry for two years, said there was no 
odor and no animal stains on the car­ 
pet. She said there was a dog in her 
apartment “only a few days” while 
her son was staying there in 1976. 
Her complaint alleges that Branden­ 
berry “ seems to be replacing all va­ 
cated apartments with shag carpet­ 
ing.” 
Brandenberry's charges for dam­ 
ages in the Passarellas’ apartment in­ 
cluded 
animal 
scratches, 
missing 
light bulbs, missing curtain rods, 
patched patio screen, knife marks in 
the counter top, decals in bathtub, 
holes in doors, wallpaper on walls and 
carpet cleaning. 
THE PASSARELLAS, who lived at 
Brandenberry for seven years, insist 
they had permission to put up the 
wallpaper, that the carpet reflected 
normal wear and that most of the 
damages cited did not exist when they 
moved out or were there when they 
moved in. 
Brandenberry's failure to provide 
an itemized list of damages and 
receipts for repairs within 30 days 
violates state statutes and their lease 
agreement, 
the 
Passarellas’ 
com­ 
plaint charges. 
The list of charges was not sent to 
them until 64 days after they moved, 
the Passarellas said. 
“ I think it’s an out and out fraud. I 
think they’re using my money to keep 
up the complex. They’ve just gone too 
far this time,” Passareila said.

The center was unable to obtain 
such a variance in July when officials 
wanted to move from North to Wilson 
School, 15 E. Palatine Rd. 


After hearing complaints from resi­ 
dents that the proposed move would 
cause traffic problems and safety haz­ 
ards in the primarily residential area, 
the village board denied the center’s 
request for a zoning variance. 


Supt. Harold Roggendorf of Aptakis- 
ic Dist. 102 earlier Thursday said his 
district would be interested in space 
in any school, but that a junior high 
would be prtferable because junior 
high students would be bused to the 
rented classrooms. 


DIST. 102 currently has 430 stu­ 
dents and is at capacity in its single 
school, Aptakisic-Tripp on Weiland 
Road. Roggendorf said. 
“ The board has estimated that in 
three to four years we will grow to 
1,200 to 1,800 students,” he said, and 
it will take at least two years for a 
new school to be built. 


Roggendorf said Dist. 102 will need 
to rent additional space by Septem­ 
ber, and will need that space for at 
least two years. 
The board has tentatively planned 
to bus two sections each of sixth, sev­ 
enth and eighth graders, about 150 
students, he said, adding that the 


board’s only other alternative is to 
have the Dist. 102 students attend 
their present school on double shifts. 
Roggendorf said it is about an 
8-mile drive from Aptakisic-Tripp to 
Miner, and he expects a bus ride in 
morning traffic to take about 25 to 30 
minutes. 


Dist. 102 has contacted one other 
school district about renting space. 
Roggendorf said, but he declined to 
name that district. 


“ I think it (renting space) is a wise 
thing thing to do,” Roggendorf said. 
“ The mileage is not that great, and 
we bus all our students anyway. It 
would just mean that junior high stu­ 
dents would have a little longer day.” 


As another alternative, the board 
Thursday directed administrators to 
study is the Stonegate Assn. recom­ 
mendation the district move students 
from Windsor School to Miner. 


The move would mean a bigger 
gym offering greater flexibility for 
physical education and more space 
for PT A fund-raising events, evening 
community activities, as well as op­ 
portunities for enrichment programs 
in science, art, music and drama, 
availability of the inner court for iso­ 
lation play by younger children and a 
permanent lunch room facility, John 
Barrett, association rice president, 
told the board.

Anti-terror raid 
a clear victory 


The successful West German 
commando raid to free 86 pas­ 
sengers held hostage by terror­ 
ists on board a Lufthansa jet in 
Somalia has bouyed the spirits 
of peace loving people who are 
potential victims of these crimi­ 
nals. 


Three times in recent months 
the governments of countries 
victimized by terrorists have 
successfully 
freed 
hostages 
t h r o u g h daring raids, thus 
avoiding paying the terrorists’ 
blackmail. The Israelis showed 
the way with a daring nighttime 
raid 
on 
Entebbe 
Airport 
in 
Uganda July 4, 1976. Next The 
Netherlands military blitzed a 
train and school held by terror­ 
ists, freeing those inside. 
And 
now the Germans have acted. 


In addition, U.S. officials have 
said this country has the Capac- 
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ity to conduct similar raids if 
the need arises.* 
The successful raids show that 
progress has been made in the 
battle against terrorism. 
The precision on the part of 
the Germans in pulling off the 
raid shows they have worked 
hard on developing anti-terrorist 
tactics since 1972, when they 
were caught off guard by Pales­ 
tinian terrorists at the Munich 
Olympics. 
The West Germans had hoped 
the games would erase memo­ 
ries of the 1932 Olympics spon­ 
sored by the Nazis in the same 
city. Instead the games were 
ruined. Germany, the focus of 
much terrorist activity in Eu­ 
rope, learned from the debacle, 
however. 
The three successful raids also 
show that anti-terrorist tactics 
are beginning to catch up with 
tile terrorists. The fanatics who 
are hatching their plots to seize 
innocent hostages surely must 
have second thoughts when they 
realize their chances for success 
are greatly diminished. 
As heartening as the success 
of the latest raid, tile fact the 
hijacking of the Lufthansa jet 
took place at all proves that 
much remains to be done in pro­ 
viding adequate security for air 
travelers abroad. 
It is that kind of security 
which will block terrorists* ac­ 
cess to their victims and bring 
an end to terror tactics. Then 
daring — and dangerous — raids 
will no longer be needed. 


W ater meter light silly 


At first glance, it seemed the 
action by the Village of Carpen­ 
tersville to cut off the water to 
the fire department was un­ 
thinkable. 
After all, what's a fire depart­ 
ment without water? 
Closer scrutiny of the case, 
however, makes it clear that 
what happened was that the vil­ 
lage and fire department were 
involved in one of those stupid 
inter-governmental disputes that 
ought to be avoided. 
The village cut off the water 
supply to the fire house — not, 
certainly, to the fire hydrants 
the department would use in an 
emergency — because officials 
of the Carpentersville and Coun­ 
tryside Fire Protection District 
had refused to install water me­ 
ters at their two stations. 
The water meters, which cost 
between $2,000 and $5,000 to buy 
and install, are required of all 
the water users in the village as 
part of a water conservation 
program. 


The water stayed off in the 
fire station for just one day, and 
by that time village and fire offi­ 
cials were talking to each other 
again. The village has now said 
fire officials have 30 days to in­ 
stall the water meters. 


The whole dispute ought to be 
resolved without any more child­ 
ish theatrics on either side. The 
fire department needs water for 
the same reasons residents need 
i t — 
cleanliness 
and 
con­ 
venience. 
And 
Carpentersville 
has the right to expect all water 
users to cooperate in the water 
conservation program. 


Carpentersville Village Mgr. 
George Shaw says he hopes to 
negotiate the problem. And Fire 
Chief Richard Paul says he is 
willing to cooperate with the vil­ 
lage. 
That sounds like a good start. 
Let’s hope we don’t hear any 
more problems with the fire de­ 
partment’s water, just word that 
the problem has been resolved.

“I Can brain 
be boggled 
by 
conflict

Three 
American scientists have won a Nobel 
prize for research that purportedly 
enhances understanding of the human 
brain. 
I suppose congratulations are in or­ 
der, but one wonders how objective 
studies of this type are. 
The key point to bear in mind is 
that brain researchers must rely on 
their own brains to organize and 
analyze experiments. 


IN EFFECT, therefore, the brain 
has become the first bodily organ to 
investigate itself. Which puts it right 
in the middle of a big fat conflict of 
interest. 
When it is making studies of say, 
the pancreas I'm sure the brain is ca­ 
pable of exercising a large measure 
of scientific detachment. It records 
the bad along with the good and lets 
the chips fall where they may. 


But how unbiased can we expect the 
brain to be when it starts encounter­ 
ing its own blemishes and weak­ 
nesses? 
Is there not a temptation for the 
brain to sweep its defects under the 
rug and dwell exclusively upon its 
strong points? 


OF COURSE THERE is. It is, after 
all, a human brain and self-deception 
is a powerful human trait. 
In human beings, the capacity for 
deluding one’s self about one’s self is 
virtually unlimited. 
Brain researchers may claim there 
is 
nothing personal 
in their ex­ 
periments. Yet. given the brain’s pre­ 
disposition for boggling and otherwise 
refusing to face facts, can a research­ 
er's brain be trusted to examine the 
evidence dispassionately? 
I would think not. 


FOR HUNDREDS OF eras, human 
beings took their brains more or less 
for granted. Then almost overnight 
the brain began getting more atten. 
tion than the rest of the body com­ 
bined. 
Note, that most of tile findings thus 
far tend to bolster the brain's reputa­ 
tion as the body’s most wonderously 
efficient complex and vital component 
part. But is it really all that admi­ 
rable? 
What 
really happens when the 
brain, probing itself, starts peering 
into the dark recesses where some­ 
thing untoward might be lurking? 
Suppose for example, it begins get­ 
ting feedback that indicates the brain 
is no more important than, say, the 
tonsils, or possibly the spleen. 


COULD THE BRAIN, home base of 
the ego, be trusted to render a candid, 
straightforward appraisal of the ex­ 
perimental data? 
Well, there’s no need belaboring the 
point further, suffice to say that the 
brain is likely to do everything it can 
to see that it remains numero uno. 
Obviously, an outside independent 
opinion of the brain's capability is 
needed. 


Some day, perhaps, the pancreas or 
some other organ will get smart 
enough to do the job. Meanwhile, hu­ 
man brain studies have about as 
much depth as congressional 
in­ 
vestigations of members of Congress. 
Indian Trails library wins support 


I wish to comment on The Daily 
Herald's editorial, on October 17, op­ 
posing the proposed Indian Trails Li­ 
brary. 
First, the proposed site on Schoen- 
beek Road would be located very near 
the geographical center of the library 
district, not on hazardous thorough­ 
fare such as on McHenry or Dundee 
roads. The library board has selected 
the site with the potential growth of 
Wheeling and Buffalo Grove in mind. 


Second, two new libraries would be 
impractical because of obvious dupli­ 
cation of staff, expensive reference 
m a t e r i a l s , dual book collections, 
equipment, furnishings, besides the 
double construction and maintenance 
costs. I feel two barely adequate li­ 
braries could not benefit either com­ 
munity as one top-notch, well staffed, 
centrally located facility could. 
Third, Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
homeowners each provide approxi­ 
mately 25 per cent of the tax base for 
the library district, while business 
and industry provide the additional 50 
per cent tax base. However, the ma­ 
jority of the industry is now located in 
Wheeling. One central library, built to 
serve both communities, would be the 
only fair solution. 


The basic problem is a new library 
is needed now, or even two years ago. 
Planning for such a facility takes 
time and this also costs the taxpayers 
money. The current plans are a cul­ 
mination of over two years’ research. 
Inflation does not wait for the perfect 
solution! A facility planned for both 
communities' 
maximum 
growth is 
wise now and economical in the long 
run. 
We cannot continue to depend on 
the Arlington Heights Library and the 
surrounding communities to provide

I MUST TAKE ISSUE with your 
editorial and political cartoon that ap­ 
peared in the October 17 Daily Her­ 
ald. 
You took the easy way out by prais­ 
ing the district then burying them 


with a plan that is economic suicide. 
You state that the present Indian 
T r a i l s library facilities are in­ 
adequate; that the book shelves are 
so crowded the librarians will have to 
take books off the shelves to put up 
the new ones; that the library offi­ 
cials have done a good job with limit­ 
ed facilities. To all of this I agree 
wholeheartedly. 


What better way to go than to build 
a new building and expand with the 
next twenty years in mind. It is better 
to plan ahead than facing a continual 
expansion such as our friends in Ar­ 
lington Heights are faced with just 
five years after constructing their one 
and only centrally located library 
building. 


You speak of accessibility to the ra­ 
pidly growing parts of Buffalo Grove. 
Since we have mentioned Arlington 
Heights, and Indian Trails is con­ 
stantly being compared to the Arling­ 
ton Heights library, I hope you don't 
mean to imply that by going south on 
Arlington Heights Road from Buffalo 
Grove to the Arlington Heights library 
is your idea of easy access. Also, if 
you had taken the time to study the 
location of the new library in their 
district, you would have noticed that 
it is on five acres of ground and is as 
close as possible to the geographical 
and population center of Indian Trails 
district. Land availability is a prima­ 
ry consideration and it is again eco­ 
nomically unfeasible to purchase land 
on the very busy four lane Dundee 
Road. The accessibility of those from 
Buffalo Grove will be enhanced by the 
widening of Arlington Heights Road 
north of Dundee Road. It is unfortu­ 
nate that we can no longer afford the 
luxury of locating our libraries within 
a bike ride or a walk of our homes. 


You speak of the 366 seat audito­ 
rium that you say is of doubtful value. 
What you fail to say is that this room 
can be divided into three smaller 
rooms and will be used by the various 
adult and children programs planned 
by this library. These rooms will be 
available for public use. It is also a 
known fact that school building rooms 
are rented out sometimes as far as a 
year in advance for community func­ 
tions. 
If the library were built in stages, 
the building costs would be ex­ 
orbitant. The present cost of building 
is approximately $55 to $60 per square 
foot. With an overall inflation rate of 
about IO per cent to 12 per cent per 
year, it is not hard to imagine what 
future building costs would be. 


You speak of having separate li­ 
braries 
in 
Wheeling 
and 
Buffalo 
Grove. The costs of building, staffing, 
and funding two separate entities 
would appreciably increase the pro­ 
posed $3.5 million issue. Plus, as the 
community grows, these two facilities 
will have to be expanded. The present 
evaluation takes the community up to 
the year 1995 and the five acres 
around the proposed building is suf­ 
ficient for any future expansion. It is 
a known fact that the village fathers 
of Buffalo Grove cannot arrive at a 
decision to locate the town center. 
Can you be serious enough to suppose 
that these same people would make a 
decision to place a library in the near 
future to avoid rising construction 
costs? 


I do agree that should the referen­ 
dum not pass, the library officials 
should not “make do,” but should pur­ 
sue the issue further in the future.

According to a recent Harris poll 
President Carter's public aprpval rat­ 
ing has dropped below the 50 per cent 
mark. It stands at 48 positive versus 
48 negative. TOs is down a long way 
from his April high of 69 per cent 
positive. It makes disturbing reading 
for his supporters and joyful news 
from his political opponents. 
But other presidents have sunk low­ 
er than-48 per cent of public approval, 
and lived to recover. Harry Truman 
was down to 35 per cent on the Gallup 
poll in December, 1946, and was 
triumphantly elected in November 
1948. He slipped to 23 per cent after 
he sacked Gen. Douglas MacArthur in 
1951, and is today one of the most hon­ 
ored of presidents. 
The surprising thing really is that 
Carter’s rating hasn’t slipped even 
lower at this particular time. This 
may not be the end, but it is probably 
the beginning of an inevitable low 
point in his administrations. It is inev­ 
itable because he has taken on a 
whole series of tasks which antago­ 
nize or alienate several particular and 
powerful group interests. 
IN THE BEGINNING he did not 
alienate or antagonize because he was 
dealing with the abstractions of goals 
and purposes. It is easy, for example, 
to say you want welfare reform and 
then set up a special commission, or 
“task force” or Cabinet committee to 
study the problem and come up with 
recommendations. 
Everyone 
is 
pleased. But then it’s a different story 
when the specific recommendations 
come in and when the attempt to im­ 
plement begins. Welfare has created 
huge vested interests and also lobbies 
which know their way around Capitol 
Hill. 


For his first six months Carter was 
in the planning and studying phase. 
He was full of what great things he 
was going to do, when all the planning 
and studying was completed. Mean­ 
while he was walking down Pennsyl­ 
vania Ave., carrying his own clothes 
bag off airplanes, cutting down the 
number of big White House lim­ 
ousines, using smaller hotel rooms — 
namely, doing all the easy and popu­ 
lar things a president can do while he 
has little better to do. 
But after six months the time had 
come when he had to begin to take 
the positive actions to achieve his ad­ 
mirable goals. A balanced budget is 
an admirable goal. Everyone wants a 
president to try to balance the budget. 
But as Carter approached that task he 
ran into all the vested interests who 
saw their appropriations for their fa­ 
vorite projects being trimmed. 
YOU CAN’T balance the budget 
without trimming back on funds for 
the inner cities (which help blacks), 
on funds for making jobs for the 
unemployed (which cushion the labor 
unions from low-wage competition), 
and from the Defense budget (which 
fuels both profits for investors and 
jobs for the trade unions). So budget 
cutting ran into immediate trouble — 
and made blacks, union leaders and 
those with money in military in­ 
dustries all uneasy. 
Then he launched his energy bill 
and inevitably crossed the path of oil, 
natural 
gas 
and 
automobile 
in­ 
dustries. And then he decided that the 
time could no longer be postponed for 
reaching for a Middle East settlement 
— and that put him athwart the Is­ 
raeli lobby. Meanwhile he refused 
higher tariffs for the steel industry. 
No president can retain majority 


approval when he offends at the same 
time the steel, oil, gas, automobile, 
defense and Israeli lobbies. They are 
bound to make common cause against 
any president who does. 
None of the above proves that Car­ 
ter’s proposals were mistaken. In 
each case the goal is in the general 
interest of a majority of the American 
people. But it is not possible to pursue 
the general interest without damaging 
special interests, because the special 
interest is always seeking special ad­ 
vantage. That is what any lobby is all 
about. 


COULD CARTER have avoided any 
of his present troubles? Obviously he 
lost strength from the unnecessary 
Lance affair. He should have cut his 
losses there at once. But on the 
Middle East, his advisers told him 
that time was fast running out and 
that he had to act at once. On the 
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Panama Canal, his State Depart­ 
ment and Pentagon advisers told him 
also that time was running out and 
that he needed the treaty as soon as 
possible to neutralize the danger of 
possible guerrilla attacks on the Canal 
a n d 
anti-American outbreaks 
all 
through Latin America. 


Conceivably he might gain a little 
breathing space by slowing down on 
the Panama Canal treaties until after 
he has Arabs and Israelis talking to 
each other in Geneva. That way he 
would not necessarily have the full 
weight of both the Israeli lobby and 
the professional patriotic organiza­ 
tions on his back at the same time. 
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Germans pressing

Answering Chancellor Helmut Schmidt’s call to avenge weeks of 
“ rage, pain, sorrow,” West Germany pressed the biggest manhunt 
In its history Thursday for Hanns-Martin Schleyer’s killers. Police 
coordinated their search with colleagues in France and vowed the 
kidnapers and assassins of the chairman (rf the Federation of 
German Industry “ will have no rest.” The government named 16 
suspects, distributed I million wanted posters in seven languages 
and offered rewards of $220,000. 
In Rome, meantime, fierce gunbattle broke out around Rome 


U n iv e rs ity as thousands of left-wing students pulled red kerchiefs 
over their faces and traded bullets with police. At least seven 
persons, including four policemen, were wounded by gunfire. 
The fighting broke out when police barred the students from 
marching on the West German Embassy to protest the “ cold­ 
blooded murder” of three urban guerrillas in a German prison. 


Thailand's generals stage coup 


Thailand’s senior generals, angered at delays in restoring de­ 
mocracy, Thursday overthrew their own appointed ministers, 
seized control of the nation in a bloodless coup and promised 
elections next year. Official Radio Thailand said the coup leader, 
former defense minister Adm. Sangad Chaloryod, told King 
Bhumibol he was forced to seize power “ to remedy a deteriorating 
situation.” Political sources said Prime Minister Tanin Kraivixien 
refused a “ request” by the military command to fire half of his 18- 
man cabinet, and the generals then launched the coup. 
Sangad criticized the Tanin government for its long-range view 
of reestablishing democracy, which ended with Sangad’s coup last 
year. He said Tanin’s 16-year plan to hold elections in 1992 “ is far 
too long and does not meet the wishes of the people.”

U.S. doesn’t need 
the Canal: Brown 


The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff testified Thursday that 
the United States could get along without the Panama Canal and 
would “ continue to be a viable nation even if the canal were 
closed.” But Gen. George S. Brown recommended ratification of 
the new canal treaties, noting that America will retain a per­ 
manent right to keep the waterway open using any means it 
chooses. “ I think it’s important that the United States divest itself 
of the last vestiges of colonialism in this hemisphere,” Brown told 
the House Armed Services Committee. 
Asked if he would recommend the treaty if he were president, 
Brown said, “ Yes, I would. I have worked hard to get this treaty.” 
Several committee members expressed concern about a possible 
communist attack on the canals and asked Brown how important 
they were. While stressing that the United States would retain a 
right to defend the canal, Brown said, “ I don’t think the canal is 
vital to the United States. I think the United States would continue 
to be a viable nation even if the canal were closed.” 


Bell makes decision on Helms 


Attorney General Griffin Bell said Thursday he has made a 
decision on whether to prosecute former CIA director Richard 
Helms but will keep it secret while seeking President Carter’s 
approval. Bell said he had discussed the case with Carter “ only in 
a general way” and wanted to give the President more details, 
including possible security risks that could arise in a prosecution. 
The Justice Department has been looking into allegations that 
Helms lied in testimony before a congressional panel investigating 
the CIA and it also checked whether the CIA under Helms’ direc­ 
tion tried to subvert the Marxist regime of Chilean President Sal­ 
vador Allende. Helms maintained the CIA had no direct part in 
Aliende’s overthrow, but the Senate Intelligence Committee con­ 
cluded the agency was involved in undermining the Allende gov­ 
ernment. Bel! conceded he has been under heavy pressures to drop 
tho Helms investigation but “ in the job that I have, you expect to 
be under some pressure.”

Defensive end Jerry Meyers enjoys 
a unique spot in the mnals of Chicago 
Bears Little Known Trivia. 
As a boy, growing up on Chicago’s 
North Side, he spent countless Sun­ 
days trying to sneak into Wrigley 
Field to watch the Bears’ games. As a 
graduate of Northern Illinois Univer­ 
sity, he was twice cut by the Bears 
before sneaking on the roster. Now in 
his second pro season, Meyers has ac­ 
complished the crowning achievement 
-- he has sneaked onto the starting 
defensive line. 
Perhaps sneak is the wrong word to 
use when talking about the present 
day accomplishments of the quiet gi­ 
ant, who toils at defensive end in rela­ 
tive obscurity. 
He’s worked too hard to get where 
he is after being a 15th round draft 
choice out of NIU. But even though 
Meyers has earned the confidence and 
respect of his coaches and team­ 
mates, he still worries that one day 
he’ll wake up and find it has all been 
a dream. 


“ I JUST WANT IT to go on for­ 
ever,” Meyers said, who is una­ 
shamed of his enthusiasm to play for 
the team he worshipped as a child. “ I 
try not to worry but I can’t help it, 
especially after I have a bad game or 
a bad practice. 
Meyers was hurt in last Sunday’s 
loss to Minnesota and is trying to 
nurse his injured knee back to form 
so that he can play Sunday against 
the Falcons. That’s enough to cause 
more uneasiness for the 6-4, 255- 
pounder, who sincerely loves what 
he's doing. 
But it almost never came to be. 
Meyers drew little notice last year 
when he was cut during training 
camp. Another 15th round draft choice 
who bit the dust before he could get

his uniform dirty. But the bears 
called him back, only to cut him just 
before the final exhibition game. He 
watched the Bears’ regular season 
opener last year on television. 
Just hours after the game, the 
phone rang again. It was Bears coach 
Jack Pardee.

said, 
“ You 
made a position for yourself on the 
team. We originally didn’t have one, 
but you’ve worked hard. You’re going 
to be with us.” 
And he was. Meyers has been in ev­ 
ery game since, and early this season 
wrested a starting spot at defensive 
end from Mike Hartenstine. All that 
from a guy who tried to sneak into 
Bears games, even when he had tick­ 
ets. 
“ Once I helped them unload a 
truckload of hotdogs before the game 
to get in. I loaded one and got Inside. 
Sometimes we’d get caught and get 
thrown out before kickoff, only to 
sneak back in to catch most of the 
game.” 
Meyers attitude is refreshing in the 
era of the spoiled prima donna ath­ 
lete. He takes his work, not himself, 
seriously. 
“ IL L NEVER MAKE a million 
playing this game and will never be a 


superstar,” he says, all too modestly. 
“ I know I can play the game well but 
was always realistic about my abili­ 
ties.” 
But things are going well for Mey­ 
ers. Last May he bought a home in 
Hoffman Estates, where he lives with 
his wife and young son. And he will 
never have to sneak into another 
Bears’ game. 
“ I’ve worked hard to get here,” 
said Meyers, who couldn’t outlift de­ 
fensive backs in the weight room 
when he first arrived, but has since 
built himself up, added 25 pounds and 
“ creaked a new body. I sure as heck 
am not going to give any of it up with­ 
out a fight. 
“ It’s a cold business. You’re only as 
good as you’re doing at the time,” he 
says. “ I still sometimes feel like I'm 
living from day to day after wha* hap­ 
pened, being cut two times. But I'll 
never be sorry I was here.”

You can roll through the years and 
recall Elk Grove’s 7-3 victory over 
Hersey in Super Bowl II, when sheets 
of cold air swept down in one frigid 
experience. Jim Leopardo cracked 
over from the six for the decisive 
touchdown before thousands of shiver­ 
ing fans. 


Elk Grove’s awesome 1972 team 
scored nine first period points and 
held on for a 9-0 Super Bowl III victo­ 
ry over Hersey. Jeff Stewart ran for 
143 yards in the mud. 
H ERSEY REBOUNDED in Super 
Bowl IV and rocked Elk Grove, 30-16, 
as Jimmy Spicuzza rambled for 154 
yards, and Schaumburg and Zonca 
did their thing in Super Bowl V. 
T h e Mid-Suburban Super Bowl 
created its own unique atmosphere. 
This was the something the league 
could really be proud of, a classic 
game that stirred the feelings of ev­ 
eryone involved. 
Maybe only he participants could 
understand the true nature of this 
game, but I know how much I enjoyed 
the spectacle. 
On Super Bowl night I felt a blast of 
excitement just walking through the 
gate and into a stadium crammed 
with humanity, rocking with noise.

Wilson’s 30-foot slap shot in tile first 
period sailed past Buffalo goalie Don 
Edwards for his second goal of the 
season. 
The Hawks second draft 
choice, Jean Savard, scored his sec­ 
ond to give Chicago a 2-2 tie. 
THE TWO ROOKIES currently lead 
the Black Hawks in scoring. When 
was the last time any rookie, lei alone 
two, led the Black Hawks in scoring 
during the season? 
In recent memory, never. 
“ It’s nice to be there and it gives 
me a bttle more confidence. The 
wings have been carrying the puck 
back which has helped.” Wilson said. 
“ I think the Black Hawks will have 
a different type of scoring this season. 
Not that 50-goal scorer but a lot of 
guys shipping in with 20 or so. 
“ But you do need that one high man 
to be a successful team,” Wilson said. 
AT OTTAWA last year, Wilson 
scored 25 goals and registered 79 
points as a defenseman. The 6-1, 187- 
pounder credits Chicago’s top execu­ 
tive Bobby Orr with his sudden offen­ 
sive surge in the NHL. 
In the Buffalo game alone, Wilson 
took five of the 22 shots Chicago made 


at the Sabres’ net. Four of those came 
in the first period. 
“ Orr told me to give it my best and 
not worry about the mistakes. Every­ 
one has them,” Wilson said. “ If you 
stop and think about those errors the 
other team has a chance to capitalize. 
“ If I see an opportunity open up I ’ll 
usually take advantage of it.” 
ADAPTING TO big league play is 
different for everyone, but the in­ 
crease in the player’s speed has given 
Wilson some nervous moments in the 
Black Hawks first four games. He 
said, there are no weaknesses in the 
NHL. Wilson teams with Dale Tallon 
on one of the four line changes used 
by Black Hawk coach Bob Pulford. 
Under the first-year coach’s new 
system of positioned hockey, Wilson 
has had little difficulty adjusting to 
the other players’ style. 
Rotating on 
penalty-killing situ­ 
ations, Wilson often finds himself with 
Keith Magnuson, Phil Russell or Dave 


Logan. 
“ If anything, they’ll have more 
problems adjusting to me,” Wilson 
said. “ But with this new system, ev­ 
eryone knows where to go and has his 
own role to carry out. 
“ SO FAR W E’VE all been pulling to­ 
gether and everyone backs up the oth­ 
er. I know it has helped me.” 
It has been the tendency of Black 
Hawk management in past years to 
bounce some of their younger players 
back and forth from the minors. Chi­ 
cago’s Chico Maki was the latest 
Hawk to climb the yo-yo during the 
late 1960s 
“ If Pulford sees I ’m having difficul­ 
ty adjusting and it’s affecting my con­ 
fidence and if the minors was my only 
answer, then I would go,” Wilson 
said.

Several 
mechanics have been unable to cure 
the noise but all agree it must be in 
the transmission because when the 
transmission is cold and thick, there 
is no noise. When the car and fluid 
heat up, the noise begins.

Mr. Moson: It could be in the trans­ 
mission but it also could be in the 
rear axle where the grease heats up 
and thins somewhat. Again, this is one 
of those problems where you have to 
identify where the sound is coming 
from. Then a mechanic will have to 
tear it apart and find the cause.

of the transmission fluid can be 
drained from the transmission? The 
usual way, adding new clean fluid to 
some dirty fluid seems useless to me 
although the filter is replrced. I have 
a 1973 Buick LeSabre.

Mr. S.K.: The only way to drain a 
transmission completely would be to 
take the transmission out of the car, 
remove the converter from the trans­ 
mission and pour the fluid out of the 
converter. The proper way, and it has 
proved effective for years, is to drain 
as much of the fluid as you can, 
change the filter and refill with new 
fluid.

A cylinder compression 
test will tell whether the rings are at 
fault.

Elements of excellence in BMW

There is nothing new or revolution­ 
ary about the engineering, suspension 
or engine of BMW’s 530i, an inter­ 
mediate size four-door luxury sport 
sedan, yet every element of this well­ 
made German-built car contributes 
effectively to making it a stand-out 
performer. 
The ride is soft and well dampened 
but the car will corner as hard as you 
care to push it. The 530i has sport car 
performance and handling with luxu­ 
ry car comfort, combining those two 
opposite characteristics to a degree 
not often matched. 
A fully independent suspension sys­ 
tem helps the 530i maintain its com- 
p o s u r e under severe conditions. 
Speeding over bumps and pot holes, 
you can hear the wheels bouncing but 
no jolts come through to the passen­ 
gers. The car’s road holding ability is 
outstanding for such a soft ride. 
THE FRONT AND rear styling has 
been subtly modified this year to soft­ 
en it overall appearance while retain­ 
ing the unmistakable BMW no-non­ 
sense look. 


It’s that look that bothered me be­ 
fore I first drove a BMW some years 
back. It still doesn’t turn me on like 
some excitingly-styled American spor­ 
ty cars but now I know what’s under 
a BMW’s skin — a true sport car in 
lamb’s clothing. 
The car will carry five adults with­ 
out crowding and there is still a 
spacious trunk to hold over 21 cubic 
feet of luggage.

The base price of $12,495 includes 
power steering, power four-wheel disc 
brakes, a four-speed manual trans­ 
mission (an automatic is available), 
velour seat upholstery, AM-FM stereo 
radio and air conditioning.

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Early detection cardinal rule in fight against cancer

PHILADELPHIA — Despite tre­ 
mendous advances in medical science 
in the past generation, cancer re­ 
mains one of the most dreaded, but 
not always the most dangerous, af­ 
flictions of mankind. 


This fear persists, in part, because 
of a widely held “folk belief” that 
once the diagnosis of cancer has been 
made, nothing can be done and only 
doom awaits the affected person. 


It is especially tragic that many 
women remain convinced that cancer 
is incurable, for early diagnosis has 
led to more frequent cures from can­ 
cer of the breast, cervix and other or­ 
gans. Unfortunately, part of our fail­ 
ure to reduce death rates from cancer

even further has been the difficulty in 
getting women to play a more active 
role in their own health rffairs. 


The first step in the fight against 
cancer is frank, intelligent discussion 
of malignant disease. The cardinal 
rule is: “Early detection means high­ 
er likelihood of cure.” 


USING BREAST cancer as the ex­ 
ample, involving women in their own 
health care by teaching them breast 
self-examination is an important ad­ 
vance. Brochures are available from 
groups such as the American Cancer 
Society which teach women this tech­ 
nique, and no breast examination by a 
physician is complete without mention 
of self-examination. 


There is no doubt that a woman who 
examines herself at monthly intervals 
is the most concerned, and often the 
most skillful, examiner she can have. 
After a short period of practice, a 
woman becomes quite familiar with 
the physical characteristics of her 
own breasts, and she is often able to 
detect subtle changes which may be 
not as noticeable to her physician. 


Although one in 15 women will de­ 
velop breast cancer, this risk is not 
distributed equally throughout the 
population. It is essential that women 
become aware of factors in their own 


medical history, or in their family 
background, which might place them 
in a higher risk category. 


For example, history of breast can­ 
cer in a mother or sister, may more 
than double the risk. Also, if a womrti 
has had certain benign breast condi­ 
tions, the risk of developing breast 
cancer later may increrc>e. 


EVERY WOMAN should consult 
with her own physician about the im­ 
portant facts in her own situation. In 
this way the proper interval for 
breast examination can be deter­ 
mined in order to insure the earliest 
possible detection and the best pos­ 
sible medical care should the need 
arise. 


Overzealous, 
if well intentioned, 
journalists are also responsible for 
many misconceptions about cancer. 
The recent headlines devoted to dis­ 
cussions of the theoretical risks of the 
X-ray 
detection 
technique, 
mam­ 
mography,/ are an example. 


Instead of noting the achievements 
of mammography in aiding the earlier 
detection of breast cancer, consid­ 
erable notoriety was given to the al­ 
leged evil effects of radiation ex­ 
posure. Unfavorable and undeserved 
publicity such as this has led many 
women to avoid mammography de-

There are, to be sure, many honest 
and sincre controversies which sur­ 
round the treatment of breast cancer, 
as well as other illnesses, with knowl- 
e d g e a b I e physicians championing 
apparently opposite forms of treat­ 
ment. 


THE PROSPECT of mastectomy, 
the loss of a breast, also keeps some 
women from seeking attention despite 
ct known lump in the breast. Women 
should realize that there are forms of 
breast cancer which require much 
less drastic and radical procedures 
than have been the custom in the 
past, particularly in those cases which 
have been detected in their earliest 
stages. 


Early detection is only the first half 
of the battle against cancer. Of equal 
importance is prompt and adequate 
treatment once cancer has been sus­ 
pected or diagnosed. 


In recent years, women have be­ 
come more active in sharing medical 
decisions with their physicians. The 


average patient may not be medically 
sophisticated enough to make these 
important therapeutic decisions with­ 
out expert advice. Yet, all too often, 
physicians forget that the patient her­ 
self must make the final decision, 
since only she may give the doctor the 
final go-ahead for a treatment plan or 
sign the operative permit if surgery is 
indicated. 


MORE AND MORE patients are 
seeking a “second opinion” regarding 
proposed treatment. No physician tru­ 
ly worthy of a patient’s trust honestly 
objects to a patient seeking the opin­ 


ion of another specialist to confirm 
his own. 


Although death and disability from 
cancer continue to be major health 
problems, there need not be the sense 
of helplessness and resignation at­ 
tached to this diagnosis that formerly 
had been so frequent. Knowledgeable 
women, taking responsibility for their 
own health care, working closely with 
their physicians, are the best defense 
against this dreaded disease.

Perspiring vital 


body mechanism 


I would appreciate your comments on relief from anhidrosis. 
The absence of both sensible and insensible perspiration creates a 
body temperature of 103 degrees plus in 80 degree weather. Would 
orthostatic hypotension with blood pressure levels of 70 over 50 
being common contribute to this uncomfortable situation? 


The low blood pressure and absence of sweating probably are 
caused by the same abnormalities. Individuals with these two dis­ 
orders also often have problems with sphincters that may affect 
borrel or bladder function to some degree. 


We think these are related to abnormalities in the sympathetic 
nervous system possibly involving more than one area. I think you 
should be evaluated by a neurologist if you have not been already. 
Meanwhile, sweating is an important mechanism to cool the 
body. The insensible perspiration alone enables us to be air condi­ 
tioned with evaporative cooling. You will need to take every ad­ 
vantage of mechanisms to keep the body cool that you can. 


So I am sending you the Health Letter number 7-6, Body Tem­ 
perature and Fever, to give you a summary of how the body heat 
is regulated. Others interested either in fever or cooling the body 
who want this issue can send 50 cents with a long, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for it to P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Station, New 
York, N.Y. 10019. 


Perhaps you may be interested in my case. I am a male in my 
98th year and have been having trouble with my feet swelling. My 
doctor said that he could not do anything, that the swelling was 
due to my advanced age. I raised the foot of my bed about six 
inches and within a month the swelling had subsided. I do not 
indulge in alcohol and eat the plainest food and otherwise am in 
good health. 


Congratulations on your 98 years. Swelling of the feet can have 
several different causes, including nutritional problems, heart dis­ 
ease, liver disease, varicose veins and others. What to do about it 
often depends upon what causes it. 


It is fluid, and fluid tends to run downhill. As long as the feet are 
below the level of the heart they will tend to swell if a person 
accumulates excess fluid from any cause. Elevating the foot of the 
bed at night might help get the fluid out of your feet but it simply 
shifts upward in the body which may not be so good. It is likely to 
accumulate in the loose skin over the back. The shifting of the 
fluid does not mean that it has been eliminated from the body. 


OM age alone does not cause fluid accumulation. There is a 
reason. The underlying problem may not be correctable but usual­ 
ly there is some help for it. If it is heart failure, heart medicines 
(th9 digitalis group), diuretics to stimulate the elimination of salt 
and a salt-restricted diet often help. If it is kidneys, liver or 
varicose veins, other measures may be indicated.

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yet works tune in us viewers tune out 


In what admittedly is a premature look at this 
season's viewing habits, it appears people are watch­ 
ing less television and being qiore selective about 
what they watch in comparison to recent years. 


A. C. Nielsen reports the national average house­ 
hold viewing level for September dropped to five 
hours and 55 minutes a day from six hours and three 
minutes a day in September 1976. 


' The weather, fewer people per household and poor 
programming are a few* of the things that influence 
viewing habits. The fact there are fewer program 
alternatives in prime time than ever before, mean­ 
ing fewer half-hour shows and more programs run­ 
ning an hour or longer, also has something to do 
with the new trend. 


If the Nielsen forecast proves true during the re­ 
mainder of the season, the television industry' will 
have its poor programming product to blame. 


ALTHOUGH IT IS too early in the season for re­ 
search to back up such speculation, it would seem 
television viewers are having some difficulty finding 
shows they can get enthusiastic about. 


Most often television viewing during prime time is 
a matter of compromise. The television is insant 
companionship and entertainment and even if there 
is nothing in particular worth watching, many w ill 
leave their television sets tuned in to the least ob­ 
jectionable program. 


However, by the sound of morning 
comments 
around the coffee machine lately, people are having 
problems this season finding even a least objectio­ 
nable show worth their attention. Many viewers are 
becoming more selective to the point they are 
switching off their sets and resorting to reading, 
fam ily entertainment and even sleep as alternatives 
to filling their time. 


One indication viewers are being more selective 
about television is that most of the season's top rated 
shows consistently have been old staples and spe­ 
cials. 


Nielsen's national list of the top IO television shows 
each week most often have included returning hits 
such as “ Happy Days/’ “ Laverne and Shirley,” “ All 
in the Fam ily,” “ Six Million Dollar Man,” “ Charlie's 
Angels,” “ Baretta,” “ What's Happening,” “ Three's 
Company,” “ Alice” and “ 60 Minutes.” 


SPEC IA L PRO GRAM M IN G such as ABC's “ Wash­ 
ington: Behind Closed Doors,” C BS’ “ Elvis in Con­ 
cert,” N BC’s Ali-Shaver boxing match and the World 
Series also have appeared in the weekly top IO as 
have some special movies. 


Few new shows have appeared in that elite group 
aside from “ Soap” and “ Betty White” on occasion. 
It looks as if the new network offerings really 
haven't made it with most viewers who are willing to 
stick by their long-time favorites and periodic spe­ 
cials. 


The networks have been expressing concern over 
the failure of many of their new' shows. Bound to the 
tired molds of the nostalgic “ Happy Days” and the 
sex-appeal adventures of “ Charlie’s Angels,” the 
networks have been unable to develop anything fresh 
and new to break the established viewer preferences. 


ALTHOUGH T H E R E A R E exceptions, most new 
show’s are doing miserably in the ratings. The real 
bombs, 
headed 
for 
cancellation, 
include 
“ Big 
Hawaii,” “ Oregon Trail,” “ Dan’l Boone,” “ The F it­ 
zpatricks,” “ San Pedro Beach Bums,” “ Operation 
Petticoat,” “ CHiPs,” “ Logan’s Run,” “ Tony Ran­ 
dall” and “ Wonder Woman.” 


Even some veteran shows are in trouble. A shake­ 
up in the cast of “ Good Times,” the loss of John-Boy 
in “ The Waltons” and an already tired story line in 
“ Fish” have doomed those shows. 


In all, current television doesn t look too bright. 
It’s no real victory either for networks or viewers to 
boast that the juvenile comedy “ Happy Days” and 
the sex appeal minus talent of “ Charlie's Angels” 
are what appeal to most view ers. 
There has to be a better answer, and the networks, 
happily enough, are busy looking for it in mid-season 
replacements, some of w’hich are the best news of 
the whole season:

• NBC started out the new season with the No. I 
i ated show’ of the week of Sept. 5, a special entitled 
“ Jam es at 15,” about an adolescent w’ho fantasizes. 
It's returning as a regular series Thursday at 8 p.m. 
and is an uncommon match of good writing, acting 
and producing without being cocky. 


NBC also did w’ell in the ratings with a pilot about 
a fam ily of circumstance, “ Mulligan Stew,” which 
returns as a series beginning Tuesday at 8 p.m. and 
isn’t bad for another fam ily show’. 


NBC also has decided to revive “ CPO Sharkey” 
beginning today at 7 p.m. as a regular series and iv 
working on other new shows including the new 
“ Laugh-in” as a weekly offering. 


You can understand N Bc's hustle better when you 
remember it already has canceled “ Sanford Arms” 
and that most of the network’s new shows are in bad 
ratings trouble. 


• C BS’ replacement shows are something to get 
excited about. The husband and wife pantomime 
team of “ Shields and Yarnell,” which were a ratings 
success last spring in a limited run, will return later 
this year as a regular series. 


Although M TM's “ Betty White” show has been a 
big disappointment for many, and “ Lou Grant” has 
been slow’, both shows probably w ill survive and im­ 
prove. They w ill be joined by Ted Knight, also a 
lormer “ M ary Tyler Moore” graduate, who stars as 
the operator of an escort service in a pilot that airs 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. 


CBS also w ill be trying out Demond Wilson (of 
“ Sanford and Son” ) as the head of a household who 
reappears after seven years in the pilot “ Baby, I ’m 
Back” aturday at 8:30 p.m. and “ Rhoda's” former 
husband, David Groh and Joan Hackett in a domes­ 
tic corned entitled 
“ Another Day” 
early 
next 
month. 


Other limited run spring series that CBS may 
bring back as regular shows include “ Sam,” the ad­ 
ventures of a police dog and “ Szysznyk,” with Ned 
Beatty as coordinator of a youth center. 


• As for ABC, the network is making the strongest 
rating show with its new’ entries and ultimately w ill 
be concerned with the replacement of just a few. 
“ Operation Petticoat” and “ San Pedro Beach 
Bums” are likely casualties with replacements un­ 
known. Officials aren’t talking just yet. 
The thing to remember, whether you are watching 
less television or not, is the program choices a 
month from now’ won’t be the same as they are now. 
The great network minds realize there is a dan­ 
ger of turning off viewers and viewers seem to be 
realizing there isn’t much worth watching. 
By Thanksgiving, regular show offerings may be 
completely changed. Old show’s may be given new 
time slots, a whole host of new specials and movies 
w ill be scheduled and many programs w ill be can­ 
celed. 
You may change your mind about television by 
turkey time and the networks are doing their best to 
make sure you do.

Miller, Preves lead solo 
night at orchestra hall

Thursday was the night of the 
soloist at Orchestra Hall in Chicago. 
After three consecutive nights of 
concerts taped for television, music 
director Sir Georg Solti took the re­ 
mainder of the week off to prepare for 
next week's three Mahler concerts. 
Associate conductor Henry Mazer 
was on the podium and he used the 
opportunity to turn the spotlight on 
two of the orchestra's most honored 
members. 


FR A N K M IL L E R , the principal cel­ 
list since 1959 and Milton Preves, 
leader of the viola section since 1939 
were the featured artists in the 1896 
Richard 
Strauss 
symphonic 
poem 
called Don Quixote, a theme with IO 
variations based upon the Cervantes 
tale. 
M iller played the role of Don' Quix­ 
ote, the hero who, losing his mind, 
imagines a series of knightly adven­ 
tures. 
Preves' viola solo depicts Quixote's

squire, Sancho Panza, as the pair 
leads the orchestra through a battle 
with windmills, a search for the ideal 
woman, a ride on a wooden horse 
through space and the knight’s final 
defeat. 


The orchestra gave one of its typi­ 
cal Strauss performances — full-bod­ 
ied yet lyrical with solid playing from 
the brass, woodwinds and percussion. 


BU T IT WAS M iller's night as he 
dominated the stage from a concerto 
platform. One need look no further 
than artists such as he and Preves to 
sense the leadership that has made 
the 
Chicago 
Symphony 
Orchestra 
among the world’s greatest. 


The opening half of the concert fea­ 
tured one of the rare Chicago appear­ 
ances of Hungarian-born pianist Peter 
Frankl. 
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THE ISRAEL BALLET will perform at the Auditorium Theatre Saturday 
and Sunday. The company will feature guest artist Anna Arango. Tickets 


are available at the box office. 


When Frankl had completed a most 
lyrical performance of Beethoven’s 
Third Concerto, one wonders why he 
has not been a guest here since 1971. 


Frankl and maestro Mazer chose a 
chamber music approach to the 1800 
masterpiece, Beethoven’s first ven­ 
ture into the heroic style later found 
in his third and fifth symphonies. 
Other than an expansion of the first 
movement cadenza, Frankl chose a 
scaled-down approach. Mazer’s ac­ 
companiment was with an orchestra 
reduced by more than 20 players. 


M A Z E R AND TH E 
orchestra 
opened the program with a robust 
performance 
of 
Samuel 
Barber’s 
“ School for Scandal” overture, a work 
that premiered in 1933. 
Barber is one of our country’s best, 
yet least appreciated, composers with 
operas, symphonies, ballets, chamber 
works and choral music to his credit. 
Thursday’s overture was just 
a 
taste of the potential of Barber and 
many of his fellow American com­

Britain home 
of modem 
tennis game 


Andy sends a World Book Year Book 
to M ary Albrecht, 12, of St. Paul. Minn., 
for her question: 
WHO IN V EN T ED TEN N IS? 
Tennis today is definitely one of the 
world’s most popular participant sports 
as well as being a favorite spectator 
event. Millions of us are playing the 
game both indoors and out on asphalt, 
carpet-type material, concrete or clay 
courts. We play either singles or doubles 
on a court that is 78 feet long and 27 
feet wide — with -Hi* feet added to the 
width of a doubles court. 
The wonderful game of tennis started 
in France in the 1200s. It was called 
“ jeu de paume" which means game of 
the palm. In the olden days a ball was 
batted over a low net with the palm of a 
player’s hand. 
Modern tennis started in 1873 w hen a 
man in England named Maj. Walter 
Clopton Wigfield introduced a game 
that was very much like the one we play 
today. The game was played on a grass 
court and called sphairistike. a Greek 
word meaning playing ball. It wasn’t 
long, however, until everybody started 
calling the game lawn tennis. 
In 1877 the All England Croquet and 
Lawn Tennis Club, located in a London 
suburb called Wimbledon, sponsored its 
first major tennis tournament. This 
tournament has since become the onof- 
iicial world championship for men s 
and women's singles and doubles. 
An American sportswoman named 
M ary Ewing Outerbridge introduced 
tennis in the United States in 1894 when 
she purchased equipment from some 
British army officers in Bermuda. Her 
lirst courts were set up on the Staten 
Island Cricket and Baseball Club in New 
York City. 
In 1881 the U.S. .National Lawn Tennis 
Assoc, was established and the first 
men’s championship tournament was 
held that year in Newport. KT. Today 
the group is called the U.S. Tennis Assoc. 
In 1900 an American player named 
Dwight Davis donated the Davis Cup. 
This trophy now goes to the man who is 
recognized each year as the top interna­ 
tional tennis player. 
Men’s championship competition at 
Wimbledon had been going only seven 
years until the ladies decided they w ant­ 
ed to play the game, too.* The first 
championship competition for women 
was held in 1884. In the United States, 
championships are held annually in 
Forest Hills, N.Y. Men’s competition 
began there in 1881 with women’s com­ 
petition starting in 1887. 
International tennis has been largely 
a professional sport since 1968. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book Sci­ 
ence Year Annual lo Kevin Quincey, 12, 
of Beaver Dam, Wis.. for his question: 
HOW DOES A W A TER SO FT EN ER 
W ORK? 
We call it hard water when it contains 
lots of minerals. Hard water forms 
scale in pipes, boilers and other equip­ 
ment, and it doesn’t dissolve soap readily. 
Lots of people solve the hard water 
problem by using water softeners. One 
type is called the ion-exchange process. 
Water is filtered through minerals call­ 
ed zeolites. As water passes through the 
filter, the sodium ions in the zeolite are 
exchanged for the calcium and magne­ 
sium ions in water, and the water is 
softened. After household softeners be­ 
come exhausted, a strong solution of 
salt is passed through the filter to re­ 
place the sodium that has been lost. 
A Iime-soda process calls for the addi­ 
tion of soda ash and lime to water in a 
tank. Insoluble compounds settle to the 
bottom of the tank when the chemicals 
combine with the water’s calcium and 
magnesium ions.

Ex-cops charged in civil rights case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Five for­ 
mer Houston, Tex., police officers 
were charged Thursday with con­ 
spiring to violate the civil rights of a 
Mexican-American prisoner they alle­ 
gedly beat and shoved to his death in 
a bayou. 


The officers were accused of strik­ 
ing Joe Campos Torres, 23, a laborer; 
while he was handcuffed May 5-6, and 
taking him to his death spot at Buf­ 


falo Bayou instead of to a hospital as 
directed by a jail official. 
A federal grand jury in Houston re- 
t u r n e d 
a four-count 
indictment 
against Terry W. Denson, Stephen Or­ 
lando, Joseph J. Janish and Louis G. 
Kinney. Named an unindicted co-con­ 
spirator was Glenn L. Bricklayer. 


THE JUSTICE DEPT, also filed an 
‘ information” — a charge made with­ 
out grand jury action — accusing 


Brickmeyer (rf striking Torres while 
the prisoner was handcuffed and con­ 
spiring to violate his civil rights. 
The case became the subject of 
widespread protest among Mexican- 
American leaders when Denson and 
Orlando 
were 
convicted 
of 
mis­ 
demeanor charges. 


A 
Mexican-American 
delegation 
recently protested to Terrence Adam­ 
son, personal assistant of Atty. Gen. 


Griffin Bed, that the verdict meant 
the two might serve no more than a 
year in jail. The federal civil rights 
charge carries a maximum life im­ 
prisonment when death results. 


Bell announced in February a new 
policy to prosecute serious civil rights 
violations regardless of whether the 
defendant has been adequately prose­ 
cuted under state law for the same 
action.

BUSINESS 
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House OKs 81.05 raise 
iii minimum wa^e by *81 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
Thursday passed a compromise $1.05 
an hour increase in the minimum 
wage containing disappointments for 
both labor and business and sent it to 
President Carter for expected quick 
approval. 


The measure passed on a 236-187 
vote despite an effort to send it back 
to a conference with the Senate to 
make additional small businesses be 
exempt from coverage. 
The current $2.30 an hour wage, set 
in 1974, would go to $2.65 on Jan. I, 
and increase annually to $2.90 and 
$3.10, leveling off at $3.35 on Jan. I, 
1981. The U.S. Labor Dept, estimates 
by that time some 5 million people 
would get the wage. 


The present exemption from the 
Minimum Wage Act of firms with an­ 
nual sales of $250,000 or less would 
increase to $275,000 on July I, 1978, 
climb to $325,000 July I, 1980 and 
reach $362,500 on Dec. 31,1981. 


Additionally, the measure readjusts 
the “tip credit” provision which cur­ 
rently gives waiters, waitresses, por­ 
ters and other service employes only 
half of the minimum wage. The bill 
would give them 55 per cent of the 
minimum starting in 1979 and go to 60 
per cent a year later. 
Labor was disappointed when both 
the House and Senate voted to elimi­ 
nate a key provision calling for an­ 
nual automatic increases in the wage 
level pegged to average factory [Jay.

Income tax cut likely by spring 
to aid investment, ease inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An income 
tax cut' by late spring or summer 
apparently now is more likely because 
of weak business investment and a 
payroll tax-inflation squeeze on con­ 
sumers, administration and private 
economists said Thursday. 
Commerce Sec. Juanita Kreps said, 
“A case could be made that the third 
quarter of 1978 would be a good time 
for a tax reduction.” 
Mrs. Kreps said consumer spending 
will be weakened even more next 
year because “Social Security tax 
rates will increase and inflation will 
be steadily pushing individuals into 
higher tax brackets.” 
PRESIDENT CARTER may be 
forced to seek “an emergency tax 
cut” for business and consumers by 
May I if economic conditions continue 
at their present rate or weaken fur­ 
ther, said chief economist Jack Car­ 
lson of the U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Mrs. Kreps did not specify an 
amount in a speech prepared for de­ 
livery in Pittsburgh, but Carlson said 
“anything under $25 billion” would be 
insufficient. 
Mrs. Kreps and Carlson pointed to 
the Commerce Department’s latest 
report that the national economy ex­ 
panded only 3.8 per cent last summer. 
From July through September, the 


Gross National Product after remov­ 
ing inflationary forces would have de­ 
clined except for government pro­ 
grams and consumer spending for 
energy consumption, health care, in­ 
surance and other services. 
One reflection of the pressure on 
consumers is the indication food pur­ 
chases wer6 reduced apparently be­ 
cause money was diverted from gro­ 
ceries to pay for higher-priced energy 
for transportation and air conditioning 
during the unseasonably hot summer. 


“NEW GOVERNMENT spending is 
carrying the economy,” Carlson said. 
“It is obvious that the government was 
holding up the recovery. More than 
half the growth in GNP was a result 
of government spending.” 
Mrs. Kreps said only the reduction 
in tax withholding rates for individ­ 
uals that took effect in June and the 
administration's public works pro­ 
gram prevented even worse economic 
developments last summer. 
Mrs. Kreps said the buildup of the 


public works programs and larger 
than usual income tax refunds in 
Aer ii will help the economy at first. 
“But after midyear, the current stim­ 
ulus programs will begin to taper off.” 
Carlson said the President’s at­ 
tempt to tie tax reduction with the 
enactment of his tax revision program 
is unrealistic. 
“Tax reform for business purposes 
will come too late,” Carlson said. 
“Clearly an emergency tax cut will be 
needed.” 


Woodfield marks 6th anniversary 


It began with Sears, Roebuck & Co. 
panning to build a store somewhere 
in the Northwest suburbs and three 
villages vying to annex the land it 
would stand on. But today, it is the 
world’s largest indoor shopping cen­ 
ter. 


Woodfield opened Sept. 9, 1971 with 
215 stores, the mall having heen an­ 
nexed to Schaumburg and a name de­ 
rived by combining that of Sears’ 
chairman Gen. Robert Wood and the 
Field of Marshall Field & Co., the sec­ 
ond major store to back the mall. 


As Woodfield celebrates its sixth an­ 
niversary today, 97 per cent of its 2.2 
million square feet are occupied by 
237 tenants with plans for new stores 
still afoot, said mall spokesman Rcriph 
Lewis. Between 20,000 and 100,000 
people visit it daily, he said. 


“WE THINK WE’RE in a very 
healthy condition economically,” said 
John Maloney, president of the Wood­ 
field Merchants Assn. and manager of 
the mall’s Sears’ store. 
Total series volume for the mall to­ 
taled more than $258 million last year, 


compared to $240 million in 1974 when 
30 new stores opened. 
Lewis said sales are expected to be 
higher in the year eriiead. 
Ten new stores have opened at 
Woodfield in the last six months, Lewis 
said, and these new operations repre­ 
sent a different type of store than the 
mall has seen in the pest. 
“There’s a new and aggresive high 
quality type of merchant coming in,” 
Lewis said of such stores as The Gold­ 
smith, a newly opened custom jew­ 
eler, md the soon to open Bigsby & 
Kruthers men’s wear store.

Pun Am planning 
cuts iii prices 


Pan American World Airways said Thursday it plans to cut the 
co*t of Trans pacific travel in half next year by introducing in 
that area the same sort of budget fares no woffered between New 
York and London. The new fare plan would reduce the price of 
scheduled, reserved-seat flights to Tokyo to as little as $259 from 
the U. S. mainland and $199 from Hawaii. Pan Am said it intends 
to start selling Pacific budget tickets immediately, subject to ap­ 
proval by U.S. and foreign governments, even though the first 
flights under the new' fare are not scheduled to take place until 
Jan. 15. 


I jou us for enercy-savinjr devices 


A House-Senate conference committee decided Thursday to 
make $5 billion in federal loan funds available for people installing 
efficient home heating systems, insulation and other energy-sav­ 
ing devices. Some $2 billion of the money would be loaned through 
banking institutions at normal interest rates and individuals could 
borrow up to $2,500 under that program. 


Handicapped eq uality years a n a y 


Two Federal officials say handicapped people will have to wait a 
long time for improvements that would allow them equal treat­ 
ment with other passengers on airplanes and mass transit sys­ 
tems. The officials told a National Conference on Employment for 
the Handicapped Wednesday there is still no uniform interpretation 
of regultions on transporting disabeled people after 17 years of 
‘•interagency ball-passing” and stalling tactics by private in­ 
dustry. 


Europe charged w ith dum ping sled 


National Steel Corp. Thursday charged manufacturers from six 
European nations with dumping cold-rolled and galvanized steel 
sheets into the United States at ‘‘less than fair value.” National 
Chairman George A. Stinson told a news conference the action 
came as a result of President Carters pledge to aggressively 
enforce anti-dumping laws. The complaint, filed with the U.S. 
Treasury Dept., charged that the dumping margin varies from 47 
per cent to slightly more than 20 per cent. The nations named 
were Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands and the 
Urried Kingdom. 
Commerce Sec. Juanita M. Kreps said Thursday the Federal 
government should find ways to allow joint ventures within the 
steel industry as one way of ensuring survival of smaller produc­ 
ers. ‘‘It has been suggested that jont ventures at selected levels of 
production might be one means of strengthening the steel in­ 
dustry,” she said. 


M obil says abandon energy plan 


Mobil Oil Corp. is calling on President Carter and Congress to 
abandon all efforts to draw up a national energy law until there is 
a much broader public understanding of the issues involved. In a 
full-page newspaper advertisement to appear beginning Friday 
morning, Mobil said ‘‘continued confusion” holds the dangerous 
potential of creating new divisiveness by attempting to rush into 
an energy program too quickly. In particular, Mobil said, there is 
the danger of pitting the people of energy-producing states against 
the citizens of the energy-consuming industrial states.

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Tips for handling broker problems 


NEW YORK — If you're having a 
dispute with your stockbroker, there 
are several possible ways of handling 
the matter. Going to court is only the 
last and most drastic solution. The 
vast majority of problems are settled 
through a series of less formal meth­ 
ods and procedures. Here are the 
steps to take. 


Write a leter of complaint to the 
head of the brokerage office. Custom­ 
er complaints can lead to all kinds 
of problems for the brokerage firm, 
so responsible managers answer them 
pretty fast. 


Often, complaints arise from misun­ 
derstandings. Dividend checks get 
fouled up; errors occur in transfer­ 
ring an account from one firm to an­ 
other; novice investors may not real­ 
ize that it takes a week to get the 
stock they bought. Problems like this 
can usually be cleared up just by call­ 
ing the broker. 


Other complaints are more serious. 
For expample, you might charge that 
the broker advised you to invest in 
risky securities, even though he knew 
you were retired or a widow living on 
a fixed income, lf this is true, and you 
have little peronal knowledge of in­ 
vestments, you may be in a position 
to sue to recover losses.

THE BROKER MAY say that you 
urged him to make risky investments, 
in which case the firm may notify you 
that it sees no merit to the complaint.

They require bro­ 
kers to know their customers and 
make suitable recommendations and 
brokerage offices to supervise the 
conduct of employes. 


If you have a complaint that can’t 
be resolved locally, and the broker is 
affiliated with tht New York Stock Ex- 
c h a n g e , w r i t e to NYSE In­ 
vestor/Broker Liaison, 55 Water St., 
New York, N.Y. 10041. For the Ameri­ 
can Stock Exchange, it’s the ASE Rul­ 
ings and Inquiries Dept., 86 Trinity 
Pl., New York, N.Y. 10006. For over- 
the-counter brokers, one of the 14 dis­ 
trict offices of the National Assn. of 
Securities Dealers (check your phone 
book), or the NASD Surveillance 
Dept., 1735 K St., N.W., Washington, 
D.C. 20016.

Staahl’s short blond hair and di­ 
rect blue eyes are often lovable, 
but more often they combine with 
a rugged jaw to form a visage 
only Hitler could love. 
_ Staahl, 30, is the tallest of The 
Graduates (formerly The Gradu­ 
ates of Second City). Fisher, 35, is 
the shortest, and in between the 
two is Tino Insana, 29. 


THIS THREE-MAN guffaw will 
be one of the acts on ‘ The Great 
American Laugh-Off,” a comedy 
special airing Saturday on NBG in 
the 10:30 “ Saturday Night Live” 
slot. Like many of the comedians 
on “ Saturday Night Live,” the 


members of The Graduates got 
their starts at the fountainhead of 
improvisation, Chicago’s Second 
City. 
Where does Second City get all 
the talent? What exotic environs 
does it glean to find the Alan 
Aldas, Valerie Harpers and John 
Belushis just waiting to hit the big 
time? 


In the case of Jim Staahl, it 
didn’t have to look any further 
than Arlington Heights. 
Jim is the son of two stalwarts 
of Arlington Heights’ community 
theater, Lu and Gustav Staahl. As 
far back as Jim can remember he 
has been yanked up on stage, 
playing bit roles in his parents’ 
plays. 


AS A CHILD ACTOR in local

The Graduates get promoted 


Romantic role calls Mary Martin to stage

For someone who’s played the 
Venus de Milo, Annie Oakley, the 
Bardiness von Trapp, Peter Pan, 
and the gal who washed Ezio Pin­ 
za out of her hair, Mary Martin is 
acting rather sedately lately. 


Back on stage after an eight- 
year hiatus, the musical comedy 
star with the wide brown eyes and 
heart-shaped face is no longer bel­ 
ting them out — even when she 
breaks into a little circus song in 
her new play, “ Do You Turn 
Somersaults?” which opens Tues­ 
day at the Studebaker Theatre in 
Chicago. And the bright voice 
with the built-in pang draws a 
wave of warm nostalgia from the 
audience, but she won t let them 
clap. 
An audience at a Kennedy Cen­ 
ter performance in Washington, 
D.C. complained about that: “ We 
wanted to applaud, but you cut it 
off, and we don’t think that’s 
fair.” But she told them, “ I ’m not 
playing Mary Martin as a singer 
— save your applause till the end 
of the show. Otherwise ifs out of 
character.” 


THE CHARACTER she plays in 
“ Somersaults,” a romantic comedy 
by Aleksei Arbuzov, is a somewhat 
flaky but endearing Russian lady, 
a beshawled patient in a sanitor­ 
ium run by the play’s only other 
character, a widowed doctor (An­ 
thony Quayle). It is a touching per­ 
formance, and when she says the 
final line to him — “ Funny, I 
think all my life I ’ve been coming 
to meet you” —there is a special 
poignancy for the woman who 
writes of her own marriage that 
way. In her autobiography, “ My 
Heart Belongs,” 
Mary Martin 
writes of the tender care I receiv­ 
ed for 30 years” from her late hus­ 
band, editor-producer Richard Hal­ 
liday. 
“ I was afraid to go back on the 


stage without Richard, really af­ 
raid,” she says of her latest role. 
“ We were in everything together, 
for years. He was always there to 
come back and say, “ Yes, this is 
good . . .’ ” Stage fright hadn’t 
bothered her at all, even in the 
beginning of her career as a star, 
when she unfurled herself from a 
lynx coat and crooned the show 
stopper “ My Heart Belongs to 
Daddy.” But this time, she says, 
“ I was very nervous. I felt like: 
‘Why on earth did I say yes to any 
of this? Why didn’t I stay home?’ 
(in Palm Springs). You try to 
think of anything, and your mouth 
gets dry, and your lips stick to 
your teeth, and you have but­ 
terflies in your tummy.” 


Although she loves it now, and 
is taking the play on tour she was 
initially reluctant. “ I didn’t care 
whether I ever went back to work 
again.” She says, “ I thought my 
desire for performing was over” 
after she lost her husband. 


One thing she knew: she didn t 
ever want to do a whopping big 
musical again. “ I finally figured 
out that I had pushed the last IO 
years, maybe 15 years, maybe 
forever, 
because 
when 
you’re 
doing musicals, you sing a lot of 
songs, do a lot of dancing, and no 
matter if I had no sound . . . I 
would go on and push it out, just 
go on and get it out. And I didn’t 
realize that takes its toll. The idea 
of pushing that hard again does 
not intrigue me. Anything big I ’d 
never do again because I don’t 
want to perform with my voice 
unless it’s absolutely at its peak, 
whatever the heck that is, and one 
can’t keep it.” So after turning 
down scripts for years, she was 
lured by the challenge of this qui­ 
et play about an autumn romance. 


SHE PLUNKED herself down 
on a gold couch at the Watergate 
Hotel and talked a blue streak 


point. On the couch beside her is a 
red 
needlepoint pillow decked 
with a bespectacled lion, a birth­ 
day gift for long-time friend and 
publicist Ben Washer. 


Mary Martin, for whom inter­ 
views are as common as showers, 
is a challenging interview. One of 
the main reasons may be that 
she's said it all already, or much 
of it, in her bouncy new auto­ 
biography “ My Heart Belongs,” 
whose index reads like “ Who’s 
Who in the American Theater.” 


She began the book in 1959, 
when her husband and author 
Morris West were working togeth­ 
er on a play. 
“ Morris said, 
‘You've got to write these stories 
down,’ and when I left for a vaca­ 
tion in Bermuda he gave me a 
great big yellow pad and pencils. 
. .” And so the star of “ One Touch 
of Venus” and “ Lute Song” and 
“ I Do! I Do!” began the book 
which wasn’t finished till nearly 
25 years later, after the passing of 
her husband, Richard, in their 
Brazilian jungle home. 


Twice married, the first time to 
the Texas father of her actor son, 
Larry Hagman. she says, “ In 
marriage . . I think you have to 
truly 
lean 
over, 
the 
furthest 
angle you can get, without falling 
down to make it work, because 
there are so many things that can 
go wrong. You can take an awful 
lot if you love someone . ..” 


Then Peter Pan, the five-time 
grandmother, talks about the visit 
she’s expecting from her daugh­ 
ter, Heller Dem err it!, and her 
granddaughter, Mary Devon De- 
merriti, w'ho has the same wide 
brown eyes and heart-shaped face 
as her star grandmother. “ I ’ve 
had, I really think, a terribly won­ 
derful life, a happy life.”

Great, yet little-known 


recordings are available 


Record companies are not known 
for their charity in presenting seldom- 
performed pieces of music or relative­ 
ly unknown artists among thetr classi­ 
cal releases. 
The classical market is a select one 
in the first place and, second, why re­ 
lease the offbeat when the 30th ver­ 
sion of the Beethoven Fifth Symphony 
or the Tchaikovsky piano concerto is 
a sure thing? 
But there is hope, classical music 
listeners. With smaller companies like 
Nonesuch and Vox plus the avail­ 
ability of European performances to 
some of the American major labels, 
great performances by little-known 
musicians and of rarely-heard works 
are in the stores. Careful shopping 
can unearth many a treasure. 


TWO EXAM PLES are the contin­ 
uing Vox series entitled “ America 
Sings” and the first (finally) nearly 
complete recording of Aram Khacha­ 
turian’s “ Gayne” ballet music on 
RGA. 
The “ America Sings” series has 
been a project of Gregg Smith and his 
chorus called, naturally, the Gregg 
Smith Singers. Eventually the series 
will comprise more than 20 discs, cov­ 
ering American choral music from 
Pilgrim times to present. The entire 
project has been subsidized by the 
Ford Foundation as a contribution to 
the American Bicentennial. 


The set at hand covers 1920 to 1950 
and includes choral works of Charles 
Ives, William Schuman, Aaron Cop­ 
land, Elliott Carter, Virgil Thompson, 
Walter Piston, Henry Cowell, Samuel 
Barber, George Gershwin and Leon­ 
ard 
Bernstein, 
among 
others. 
A 
“ Who’s Who” of the giants of Ameri­ 
can music of this century. 
Gregg Smith has obviously studied 
this music for years and the perform­ 
ances are all first-rate. In addition to 
his own chorus he has enlisted the as­ 
sistance of the Columbia University 
Men’s Glee Club, the Texas Boys’ 
Choir and the Peabody Conservatory 
Concert Singers. 
“ WE HOPE THAT this album will 
help bring an awakening to the choral

mastery of these outstanding com­ 
posers, as well as helping the cause of 
our American 20th Century musical 
past,” says Smith in his liner notes. 
The liner notes, by the way, are one 
of the virtues of this set. Each com­ 
poser and his music is fully docu­ 
mented by the conductor and the nar. 
rative places each piece of music in 
historical perspective. 


The “ Vox Box” is rather flimsy and 
one of my discs was badly warped. 
But these are minor flaws when you 
realize the three-disc set lists for only 
$11.95 and is available at discount for 
considerably less. The catalog num­ 
ber is SVBX-5353. 


RGA, 
IN 
ISSUING the British 
r e c o r d i n g of the Khachaturian 
“ Gayne” music on a two-disc set, is 
also to be commended. Not only is the 
set a bargain ($8.98 list) but it in­ 
troduces a dynamic young talent in 
the Armenian-born conductor, Loris 
Tjeknavorian. 
Tekhavorian conducts the National 
Philharmonic of London, an orchestra 
utilized mainly for recording pur­ 
poses, and puts on quite a show with 
this music from his native country. 
The “Gayne” music is, of course, the 
toe-tapping kind, the music which 
gave us “ Sabre Dance,” among other 
tidbits. 
But the “ Sabre Dance” is but one of 
24 selections performed here, quite a 
bonus from the usual “Pops Concert” 
offering of three or four excerpts. All 
the familiar episodes are included, of 
course, from “ Sabre Dance” to the 
“ Lullaby,” “ Dance of the Rose Maid­ 
ens” and “ Lezghinka.” 


The 1942 score literally jumps from 
the loudspeakers and while the entire 
ballet isn t included virtually all of it 
is, enough to satisfy the most devout 
fan of Khachaturian. The set (RCA 
CRL-2 2263) fills a noticeable gap in 
the catalog.

"Julia” starring Jane Fonda, Van­ 
essa Redgrave and Jason Robards; 
directed by Fred Zinnemann; pro­ 
duced by Richard Roth; released by 
Twentieth Century-Fox.

"Julia,” the story of two brave 
women in r» time of trial, features the 
most stirring performance I have 
ever seen Jane Fonda give. It is a 
tough portrayal but a nuanced one, 
emphasising the difficult virtues of 
character over the easy virtues of 
prettiness. It shouts out the "no apo­ 
logies!” attitude that Lillian Heilman 
— the person played by Fonda — likes 
to give herself in memoirs such as 
"Pentimento” and "Scoundrel Time.” 
Yet it hints at a delicacy and vulnera­ 
bility that Ms. Heilman herself rarely 
owns up to in print. 
The plot is taken directly from a 
central episode of the popular "Penti- 
mento,” which ranges about the Heil­ 
man memory and dishes up tales of 
varying pertinence and interest. Julia 
(name changed to protect the in­ 
nocent) was a wealthy childhood 
friend of the author who grew into a 
brilliant student (of Freud, no less) 
and dedicated radical (willing to live 
in, and not just talk about, poverty). 
The film shows Lillian and Julia 
chumming around as girls, going their 
separate ways, and keeping in sporad­ 
ic touch over the years. Then comes a 
turning point: Julia has consecrated 
her life to antiracism, and Lillian’s

help is needed on an international er­ 
rand. So the famous author, all talk 
when it comes to politics, finds herself 
entrusted with a funny-looking hat 
and a mysterious box of candy and a 
hidden $50,000 that must be smuggled 
into Germany for bribing resistance 
workers out of jail. 
THIS DANGEROUS mission is the 
movie’s main thread, carrying ele­ 
ments of suspense and a likable hu­ 
mor that springs from Lillian’s ner­ 
vous version of erring-do. We also pay 
long visits to Julia as a girl, watching 
her intimate friendship with Heilman 
grow, 
along 
with 
her 
expansive 
ciwareness of the world around her. 
And we see the poignant results of her 
militancy, with peeks into the feelings 
of the comparatively uninvolved Lil­ 
lian. 
All this is likely material for movie 
t r e a t m e n t , complete with uncon­ 
troversial politics (antifascism) and a 
female "buddy movie” angle. Fur­ 
ther, the cast reads like a Hollywood 
dream — Fonda as the centerpiece, 
Vonessa Redgrave as the gorgeous 
but dedicated heroine, Jason Robards 
as dashing Dashiell Hammett (the 
man in Heilmans’ life), Maximiiliac 
Schell as the eccentric emissary who 
recruits Heilman’s help, Hal Holbrook 
and Rosemary Murphy as a couple 
who don’t have anything to do except 
be cute in a couple of scenes.

The producer is Richard Roth, and 
the screenwriter is Alvin ("Bobby 
Deerfield”) Sargent. And to cap it off, 
director Fred Zinnemenn, whose cred­ 
its range from "High Noon” to "Day 
of the Jackal.” 
Unfortunately, the result is too care­ 
ful and calculated for its own good. 
The cinematography by Douglas Slo- 
combe is consistently lovely, and so 
sharp that no TV screen will ever ade­ 
quately reproduce it when it finally 
comes to the home tube. But the beau­ 
ty gets monotonous after a while, like 
a two-hour parade of picture post­ 
cards. 
Equally boring is the saintliness of 
every single character. Julia herself 
is the most exasperatingly perfect 
c r e a t u r e since Superman. Then 


there’s feisty Lillian, crusty ol’ Dash, 
helpful pals Alan and Dottle . . . When 
a minor character insults Lillian in a 
restaurant you loathe what he says, 
but you want to shake his hand for 
briefly relieving the sameness. 
This is not to belittle the story itself, 
or to mock its attitudes — the horror 
of Nazism is powerfully evoked, how­ 
ever quickly and perfunctorily, and 
the people of the film behave laudably 
under 
hard 
circumstances, 
which 
doesn’t always happen at the movies 
these days. One wishes, though, that 
the filmmakers had been less over­ 
whelmed by the good qualities their 
picture deals with. They might have 
made a more spontaneous movie that 
was as human as it was humane.

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The graduates promoted to TV

Ivanhoe to see modem blues sing­ 
er Al Jarreau received an unex­ 
pected bonus: 
The Graduates, 
live. 


Very live. Jim , Jim and Hno 
never stop moving as they careen 
through impressions of “ Three 
Construction Workers Doing Sha­ 
kespeare,” a school that teaches 
you how to drive while drunk and 
a hilariously funny dentist’s chair 
sketch. 


NONE 
OF 
TH EIR 
sketches 
“ sound” very funny. They don't 
tell very funny jokes, and their 
subject matter isn’t all that creat­ 
ive. But their timing, their faces 
and especially their loony voices 
somehow wrench wave after wave 
of laughter out of an initially cool 
audience. 
Jim Staahl is the foundation of 
the act, the sounding board. He is 
the straight man; the other two 
bounce their exaggerated impres­ 
sions off of him. 


His likeness to the archetypal 
Nazi stormtrooper makes him 
the perfect dentist. He is also con­ 
vincingly macho as director Sam 
Peckinpah, in a beautiful slow 
motion take-off of Peckinpah's 
violent film style. 
Best of all is Staahl's impres­ 
sion of “ The Reverend Doctor 
Mister Billy Graham,” a sketch 
he says he’s been doing since his 
Arlington High days. 


BACKSTAGE between shows, 
Staahl reminisces about those 
days, and talks about his hopes 
for The Graduates. 
“ I like television. Television is 
obviously king. Years ago it was 
movies, but not now.” 
The Graduates won an Emmy 
for their locally produced comedy 
special, “ The First Five Days,’* 
the group’s New Year’s prediction 
of what 1975 would be like. De­ 
spite their success with the me­ 
dium, 
Staahl 
is 
apprehensive 


about trying to do television com­ 
edy on a weekly basis. 
“ All our friends who are on Sat­ 
urday Night Live talk about the 
extreme pressure of doing 90 min­ 
utes of live television each week. 
“ On television, on a talk show, 
we aren’t usually given a set. So 
it doesn’t work as well. When 
people watch T.V., they don t use 
their imagination.” 


“ WHAT’S WORSE, there isn t 
much rehearsal time for tele­ 
vision, so the camera often misses 
shots, and doesn’t focus on the 
person telling the joke. 
“ They’re usually one person be­ 
hind us,** Staahl says. 
Despite his eagerness to have 
his own television show, Staahl 
says what he most enjoys is per­ 
forming in front of a live theater 
audience. 
“ F i n d i n g something spon­ 
taneous with the audience. I guess 
ifs the unexpected. To me that’s 
the kick. . . 
“ Doug Murphy was the drama 
teacher at Arlington High. He still 
is. He liked people to bring their 
own imagination to the drama.** 
Staahl says it was another Ar­ 
lington grad that got him into 
comedy in high school, and later, 
after Staahl had spent many frus­ 
trating years in computer scien­ 
ces at the University of Illinois, 
talked him into trying out for Sec­ 
ond City: Don De Polo. (Earlier 
this week De Polo won a Jeff 
Award for his performance in 
“ Wellsapoppin’ ** at Second City.) 


“ WE DID SHOWS together in 
high school. We would go to these 
cast parties, and we would do this 
stuff. He had some incredible rou­ 
tines prepared. I was his straight 
man.’* 
Later, tile two of them had an 
act at ‘The Salt Box,” a coffe- 
house in Schaumburg. 
“ We ripped off material, but we 
stole from the best, the very 
best.’*

I found my 
filet mignon, with mushroom caps, 
$7.75, more than I could finish, not 
only because it was too large a cut 
birt it was somewhat ov erdone for the 
“rn ©ch urn-rare” I ordered. Good, yes, 
but not as tender as that “best of 
cuts” can be. 


ICE CREAM or rice pudding was 
the dessert choice included with the 
dinner, although other desserts, such 
as brandy ice, creme de menthe and 
creme de cocoa parfaits, pies a la 
mode and cheese cake, were available 
at extra cost. 


Monaco’s menu is giant-sized, with 
15 dinner suggestions for the day, 
none higher than $7.55 (porterhouse 
steak); ll entrees from the broiler;
